When told that Brickert 
demanded 
damages for an alleged false arrest 
and imprisonment here in 1913, Mr. 
Walker stated that, A. B. Irvin Was 
responsible for the arrest. 
Inquiry at 
the 
Farmers 
Trust 
company revealed their side of the 
ease. 
Officials of tin* trust company 
stated that at the time Brickert was 
arrester A. B. Irvin was acting as 
attorney for Walker and what he did 
in connection with the case was done 
at the request of Walker.

vity of t lie German submarine fle**t. 
The cruiser 
Hawke, 
utilized 
for 
scouting purposes off the German 
naval base in the North Sea has 
been torpedoed and sunk with a loss 
of about five hundred officers and 
men. 
The disaster took place yester­ 
day afternoon at a point in the North 
Sea whose location is withheld by 
1 lie admiralty. 
The 
Ilawke 
was 
teaming along when she was struck 
almost amidships by a torpedo sent 
by a submarine and almost torn to 
pieces. 
According to an official announce­ 
ment issued by the 
Admiralty 
at 
12:08 this afteruono, three 
of 
the 
Hawke’s officers and forty-nine men 
have been saved. 
All England was 
demanding 
re­ 
venge today. 
The official announce­ 
ment that another British cruiser had 
fallen victim to a German torpedo 
stirred the nation to its very depths. 
There started a chorus of criticism 
of the admiralty that only a stern 
blow with success can cheek. 
Where is the British fleet ? 
Now 
is the question on everyone’s lips. 
The chief of the admiralty made it 
very plain by his actions 
that the 
admiralty would solve it in its own 
way. 
The ttr>t report of the disaster 
was received in a dispatch to the 
Press Association which simply an­

The admiralty stated that it 
had no information confirming the 
report.

Didn't Tell All That it Knows 


About Belgian Conditions. 


(B y United Pre»«.) 
Pnris, Oct. 16.— The 
allied 
lines 


have been extended so that they now 
hold a line extending from Ypres to 
the sea. 
As a result they willj now 
be able to prevent any sudden flank­ 
ing movement by the German fo rc e s 
which have been sent into Belgium. 


The war office was silent today 
regarding the developments in Bel­ 
gium adding nothing to its statement 
of yesterday that the advance of 
the Germans toward the Coast has 
been cheeked. 
There was a general 
feeling that important news was be­ 
ing withheld but officials at head­ 
quarters here insisted that they had 
no information whatever regarding 
conditions at Ostend. 


Much attention however, was be­ 
ing paid to the French right wing 
which extends into the Vosges and 
Lorraine. 
Jt was reported here that 
important developments may he ex­ 
pected there in the immediate future. 
Despite the fact that there is al­ 
ready snow on the ground in 
the 
Vosges, the French are continuing 
their advance and already they have 
obtained footholds in all of the im­ 
portant passes from which they were 
compelled to retire earlier 
in 
the 
compaign. 


It is believed here that the activity 
of the right wing has forced the Ger­ 
mans again to weaken their centre 
to prevent an important movement 
toward Metz and there is a belief in 
official 
quarters 
that a 
distinctly 
offensive operation against the Ger­ 
man arinv holding the lines to the 
South of Metz will not he much long­ 
er delayed. 


The German cavalry have been un­ 
able to lift the pressure on the Ger­ 
man lines in the vicinity of Ypres 
and Estaires, and it is certain that 
the allies are continuing their efforts 
to force the main German positions 
of thi^ particular point to the East­ 
ward. 
This 
particular 
maneuvre 
however, is of necessity very slow 
because of the strongly fortified po­ 
sitions of the Germans, 
it should 
take three or four days to complete 
the action. 
Meanwhile the 
allies 
continue their advance against the 
centre where the Germans were forc­ 
ed to abandon many of their first 
line trenches because of the impos­ 
sibility of draining them. 


At military 
headquarters 
early 
today it was stated that the general 


situation 
continued 
encouraging. 
The weather is again very cold and 
this interferes with speedy movement 
of troops.

Brown of Greenwood and the Farm ­ 
ers Tru st Company of Frank lin, it 
will be recalled, was arrested in Vir­ 
ginia and brou ght here in September, 
19 13. 
The affidav it for his arrest, charg­ 
ing that he obtained property u nder 
false pretenses, was signed by A. P. 
W alk er and filed before Sq u ire K rat­ 
zer. 
Instead of tu rning the affidav it 
ov er to the sheriff of Ru sh cou nty , 
Prosecu tor Smith went to Gov ernor 
Ralston and 
had tlie 
sheriff 
of 
Frank lin cou nty appointed as spec­ 
ial agent for the *tate 
of 
Indiana 
and the req u sition for Brick ert's re ­ 
tu rn to Indiana was giv en to him. 
Briek ert was 
arraigned 
before 
Sq u ire K ratzer on his arriv al here 
and entered a plea of not gu ilty . 
lie 
was released on bond and the trans- 
script from the sq u ire’s cou rt was 
sent to the circu it cou rt. 
The bond 
before Sq u ire K ratzer wa* $1,000. 
Considerable comment was heard at 
that time on the ease becau se his re­ 
tu rn here was not left in the hands 
of the sheriff of Ru sh cou nty . 
Brie­ 
k ert was tak en to Frank lin cou nty 
from here to face a similar charge. 
At the September session (19 13) 
of the 
grand ju ry Briek ert was in- 
dieted on the same charge, obtaining 
property u nder false pretenses. 
lie 
was arraigned before Ju dge Megee 
on September 17 and was released 
u nder $2,500 bond. 
The action of 
the grand ju ry was ex pected a s the 
ease had already been tak en to the 
circu it cou rt from the sq u ire’s cou rt. 
On the following day , Sept. 18 , the 
case from tlie sq u ire’s cou rt 
was 
dismissed a s the grand ju ry indict­ 
ment cov ered the alleged offense. 
On his arriv al Jiere Briek ert was 
placed in jail and this is one of the 
allegations of his complaint in the 
big damage su it. 
On Sept. 30 a ttor­ 
ney s for Briek ert filed ii motion to 
q u ash the 
indictment. 
The argu ­ 
ment was heard on the motion and 
Ju dge Megee refu sed to su stain it, 
setting the 
ease down

trial.

Republican Floor Leader Say s 


Cook Boas ted of Illegal Acts . 


In a speech at Tipton recently Jesse 
Eschbacb, who was Repu blican 
floor 
leader in the last leg islatu re, opened 
u p 011 the leg islativ e record of Homer 
L. Cook, who was the speaker of the 
last hou se, and who is now on the 
Democratic ticket as the candidate for 
secretary of state. 
Mr. Kschbach told of the ju g g ling of 
bills at the leg islativ e session; how 
roll calls were padded and chang ed; 
how the pay rolls were loaded with po­ 
litical leeches and ward heelers, and, 
in fact, dev oted his entire address to 
lay ing bare the inside working s of the 
leg islatu re and the tactics of Cook. 
Probably the most interesting part 
of Mr. Eschbach's address related to a 
letter hearing the sig natu re of Homer 
L. Cook 
This letter, which was writ­ 
ten while Cook was serv ing as speaker 
of the hou se, was addressed to J. H. 
Woodru ff, a school copy book man. In 
this letter the writer said he was in­ 
terested in the adoption of copy books 
in Indiana for the nex t y ear and asked 
Mr. Woodru ff what kind of proposition 
he wou ld make to a company that 
wou ld take his copy hook and try to 
g et its adoption. 
One parag raph in 
the letter w'^s as follows: 
"Pleas e k eep this matter confiden­ 
tial, as ! do r*ot wis h to be k nown pub­ 
licly in the affair.” 
After u ndoing the letter, Eschbach 
said: 
"How does that s ound to y ou, my 
good citizens ? 
Lik e the mes s age of a 
man to whom y ou had intrus ted y our 
interes ts in a repres entativ e body , or 
lik e the words of a political lobby is t 
and ward heeler? 
Mr. Eschbach's address follows: 
"One Cook seems to hav e been su f­ 
ficient to mix a most u nsav ory Demo­ 
cratic stew in Indiana. 
"The decent citizenship of Indiana 
today withou t reg ard to political af­ 
filiations is hang ing its head in shame, 
hu miliated bey ond ex pression, an ob­ 
ject of pity to her sister states in the 
middle w est 
With hey fertile acres, 
her beau tifu l homes, her refinement 
and cu ltu re her g reat relig iou s and 
edu cational Institu tions and her thou ­ 
sands of clean, energ etic men and 
women, she mu st stand at the bar of 
civ ic rig hteou sness and plead g u ilty 
to the charg e of placing the g ov ern­ 
ment of ou r belov ed state In the keep­ 
ing of the ig norant and u nscru pu lou s. 


Stain Cannot Be Forgotten. 


"The "stain of 1913” cannot be er­ 
ased nor forg otten. 
That s es s ion was 
the black es t page in the legis lativ e 
his tory 
of 
Indiana. 
Parliamentary 
rules in force for centuries and the 
prov is ions of the cons titution enacted 
by our forefathers were s hattered and 
brus hed as ide lik e worthles s rubbis h. 
Nothing mattered s o long as the op­ 
position was div ided. The notion pre­ 
v ailed, the people—we are the people. 
Prov ide bou ntifu lly for u s, withou t re­ 
g ard to manner or cost, and after u s 
the delu g e.’ 
Indiana can not endure 
two more y ears s uch as the las t two 
I av e been. 
The hones t and cons cien­ 
tious repres entativ es of the people will 
nev er again attend s ix ty -one day s of 
s uch 
high 
handed, 
deliberately 
un­ 
s crupulous and dis hones t methods as 
prev ailed in the s es s ion of 19 13 . There 
are times when 
ev en law abiding , 
peacahle citizens are no long er called 
u pon to endu re patiently the harassing 
insu lts of a political machine or its 
distantfu l, repu lsiv e wards and hench­ 
men. 
The fig ht in the leg islatu re of 
1913 was not between Repu blicans 
and Democrats. 
It was a protest of

ated commis s ions and offices with lu-; 
crativ e emoluments ; 
s pent the peo­ 
ple’s money with no thought of ade-, 
quate return; increas ed the s tate lev y : j 
padded the roll call; made it pos s ible 
to rob the people by placing on the 
s tatute book s bills prov iding for in­ 
creas ed s alaries , which bills the hous e 
had indefinitely pos tponed.
